CHARGES BY AVIATION CORPS 
OFFICIAL 


COURT HEARING 


Before Mr. Schofield at the Cen- 
tral Police yesterday afternoon 
Tong Hoi-chun who was alleged 
to have been representing a 
syndicate, appeared on two charges 
of chaving obtained $20,412, the 
monies of the Canton Government, 
from one Kwong Tat on n forged 
document which purported to be 
n section of a firearms. contract 
and obtaining the money by pur- 
porting that a consignment = of 
fireurma had been delivered on 
board n gunboat in Chek Wan 
whereas, in fact, the firearms had 
not been delivered on boird the 
gunboat. 

Mr. T. Murphy  (Ass{stant 
Director of Criminal Investiga- 
tions) appeared for the prosecution 
and Mr, D, L. Strellett represented 
the defendant, pleas of not guilty 
being entered on both counts. 

“Detailing the case, Mr. Murphy 
sald that nbout theend of August, 
1931, a Chinese Instractor In the 
Aviation Corps in Canton was de- 
legnted to come to Hongkong to 
purchase fire arma for the use in 
the foree, Each machine was to be 
supplied with two weapons for the 
pilots. The officer, Kwong Tat, 
would tell the Court that he ap- 
proached the licensed dealers in 
Hongkong but nrrived at no settle- 
ment with regard to the number of 
revolvers which he desired to pur- 
chase. 

The man made repeated visits to 
Hongkong from Canton during the 
Jater part of August Jast for - the 
purpose of purchasing a consign- 
ment of fire arms. At the end of 
August he got in touch with a 
friend in the Colony and this man 
in turn approached another man 
who described himself as a broker 
but he was not available now to 
give evidence. He was alleged to 
have sald that he could supply 
firearms. 


Defendant Introduced. 


Early in September 19831 the 
defendant, it was alleged, was In- 
troduced to the complainant, 
Kwong Tat, and he was alleged to 
have described, himself as being in 
a position to supply the arms out- 
side the jurisdiction of the Colony, 
that was, the arms were to have 
been bought and delivered outside 
British Waters. . 


A contract appears to have been 
entered into between the defendant 
and Kwong Tat by which the de- 
fendant undertook to supply a total 
of 216 weapons at the total cost of 
$22,680 Hongkong currency. This 
figure was not the amount in the 
charge but he (Mr. Murphy) would 
explain that later, ; 

‘It appears’ that the complainant 
and some friends met in the Em- 
press Hotel on several occasions in 
connexion with the ‘negotiations. 
It was finally decided that the sum 
of money agreed upon by the par-” 
ties should be transferred to a 
Hongkong Bank from Canton. 
This was duly done in the form of 
a draft made out in the name of 
one of the buyer’s friends. This 
man’s nime was Wong - Ping-kit, 
alias Wong Ping-sang. The moncy 
was later transferred to Debit Ac- 
count whereby it could be with- 
drawn at 4 moment's notice, this 
being a mutual arrangement agreed 
upon by the defendant and the 
buyer. 


A Contract of Sale. 


> The arrangements having been 
agreed upon it was stated thatthe 
defendant appenred at the Em- 
press Hotel on September [3 and 
produced a draft contract of sale 
and the buyer was requested.or in- 
structed to copy that draft con- 
tract in his own hand writing on 
another piece of paper in the pre- 
sence of the defendant and two 
witnesses for the prosecution. 
After this was done the defen- 
‘dant took, possession of the docu- 
ment on the pretext that he wished 
to show it to a member_ of the 
syndicate, & man named Lo Wal.

Two days later the defendant was 
alleged to have met the bryer signin 
at the Empress Hotel and produced 
the contract.

Continuing Mr. Murphy said that 
it appeared that the’ buyer waited 
on board the gunbont until he got 
tired. When, at 9 p.m., ‘nothing 
occurred, he returned to Hongkong 
and got in touch with his brother 
who told .him that the money had 
been paid and the documents all 
surrendered. "You surrendered 
your portion of the docu- 
ment and we paid. the money” 
remarked that brother = dut 
Kwong Tat replied that he atill 
had his portion of the contract. 

A search was then made for the 
defendant but the buyer was unable 
to get in touch with him at the 
time, ‘Ihe buyer returned to Can- 
ton und was detained for some 
three or four months by the Gov- 
ernment there.

The withdrawal is to be supervised 
by a Mixed Commission, composed 
of representatives of. the Powers 
as well as of China and Japan. 
Considerable argument has taken 
placo In regard to the precise in- 
structions to this Commission, but 


‘The United States objected to the 
budgetary and contended for the 
direct method because the cost of 
maintaining her army and navy is 
higher than» that of any other 
nation. In the light of the League 
of Nations budgetary experts’ re- 
port, allowins for the differences 
in price levels and muintenance 
costs, the American objection 
seems no longer valid. The direct 
method of limitation has worked 
well in. naval armaments, where 
the factors of comparison are re- 
lntively simple. But in the other 
branches of armaments, particu- 
lurly that of land armaments, the 
factors of comparison and the 
technicalities involved are 80 com- 
plex that it appears wiser at this 
atage of the problem to take the 
ensier course and limit, them by 
limiting the amounts which may be 
spent. The ideal method of limita- 
tion perhaps would be the eombina- 
tion of direct and {ndirect. The re- 
commendation of the American ad- 
visers brings that idoal nearer to 
realization. It is such manifesta-

His many fricnds in Hongkong 
will learn with regret of the 
death of Mr. Tang Chi-ngong, the 
well-known Chinese banker. and 
one of the biggest land and pro- 
porty owners here, who passed 
away yesterday afternoon. at tho 
age of 74 at his residence in No. 
37, Gough Strect, after an illness 
of nbout two months. The Inte 
Mr. Tang is survived by his wife, 
four sons, Messrs. Tang Pao 
chung, Tang Shiu-kin, Tang Che- 
kin and Tang Shiu-woon, ° sevoral 
daughters, two grandsons and two 
granddaughters, * 

A generous donor to charitable 
and educational causes, the late 
Mr. Tang Chi-ngong took yrent 
interest in the formation of the 
Chineso Faculty at the Univer- 
sity, and contributed $66,000 - to- 
wards it. He was for many years 
a Justice, of the Pence, formerly 
a Chnirman of the Tung Wah Hos- 
pital Board of Directors, Director 
of the Po Leung Kuk, on_institu- 
tion of which his som, Mr. Tang 
Shiu-kin, is Chairman this year, 
founder and director of the 
Kwong Wah Hospital, member of 
the Executive Committee of the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merece, and owner of the Tang 
Tin Fuk native bank, and was 
connected financially with many 
other Chinese business firma and 
insurance companies.

I am sorry, myself, that he is 
not continuing for another year, 
but Twas one of the three who were 
with Joe Davidson in the. initial 
stages of this Assoclation, and_he 
said one of the principles of Ro- 
tarlanism was, that as far as pos- 
sible, there should be a new body of 
officers each year, so that there 
would not be only one body running 
the Association.

Aa re- 
ards tuberculosis, it can-be attack. 
ed by giving plenty of light and 
fresh air, If we tell people to opea 
their windows, it is not as good as 
providing them with play#rounds 
where they can get out into the 
open. From the Chinese point of 
view, therefore, We consider it: is 
very important to, have playgrounds 
and it is hoped that Rotarians will 
strongly support the scheme. 

“tr, Wu and Dr. Li Shu-fan sup- 
ported the. scheme. 

The Chairman: ; 
to Rotarian Ching’s question, J wish 
to say that so far as these play- 
grounds are used by schools, they 
ure only used out of school hours. 
I have been to Wanchai several 
times when games are going on 
there. At one end of the play- 
ground where there are swings and 
other things, there were a large 
number of small children and I 
think anyone who gocs down there 
at any time of the day will find that 
there are a number of children 
playing ‘on the swings and seesiivs. 
The work is just beginning and the 
more organisation the directors can 
introdfice the better.

|PARENT’S RIGHT TO 


CHASTISE 


“INTERESTING POINT 
IN COURT 


In a case brought by the Seere- 
tariat of Chinese Affairs at the In- 
stance of the Socicty for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children, be- 
fore Mr. Wynne-Jories at the Cen- 
tral Police Court to-day, the ques- 
tion arose as to whether a beating 
with a cane, particularly on the 
back, had been. severe, Coupled 
with this was the question of a 
parent's perogative in the matter. 

Dr. G. H. Thomas, of the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital, called to givo 
evidence, stated that the 13-year- 
old boy sent to him far examina- 
tion, yesterday, bore the marks of a 
recent beating with a cume on the 
back, twelve such marks being 
counted, but no other injurics. The 
boy's general condition was fuir. 
‘Asked {if from the marks 

considered the beating 
had been excessive, having 
regard to the fact that a 
father may cane his own child, wit- 
ness was reluctant to commit him- 
self. He thought the “area” on 
which tho chastisement was ad- 
ministered was qtite legitimate, as 
considered opposed to the head or 
arms. 

Dr. Thomas:—Some of the 
whippings I have seen here, | in 
Court ,sentences, have been much 
more severe. 

Tho facts of the cnse, ne stated 
by Inspector Fraser, Child Welfare 
Inspector, were that the lad was 
returned to his father at Hau Wo 
Street after having accidentally 
damaged a brass inkpot by upactt- 
ing it on tho floor while doing a 
monitor's job of swecping up the 
floor of the school he was attending 
at Belchors Street. He was beaten 
the next day by his father, the in- 
cident boing reported by the 
Society for the Provontion of 
Cruclty to Children and taken up 
by tho Socrotariat.

CHARGES BY AVIATION CORPS

COURT HEARING 


Before Mr, Schofield xt the Cen- 
tral Police yesterday afternoon 
Tong Hol-chun who was alleged 
to have been representing 4 
ayndicate, appenred on two charges 
of having obtained $20,412, the 
monies of the Canton Government, 
from one Kwong ‘Tat on'a forged 
document which, purported to be 
n section of a firearms contract 
and obtaining the’ money by pur- 
porting that a consignment of 
firearma had been deliverdd on 
board «a gunboat in Chek Wan 
whereas, -in fact, the firearms had 
not been delivered on board the 


gunboat, “ a Aig 

Mr. TT. Murphy (Assistant 
Director of Criminal Investiga- 
tions) appeared for. the prosecution 
and Mr. D, L, Strellett represented 
the defendant, pleas of not yuilty 
being entered on both counta. 


Detafling the case, Mr, Murphy |; 


gatd that about the end of Aun 
1931, a Chinese instructor in the 
Aviation Corps in Canton was de- 
legated to come to’ Hongkong to 
purchase fire arms for the use in 
the force, Hach machine wan to bo 
supplied with two weapons for the 
pilots. The officer, Kwong Tat, 
would tell the Court that he ap- 
proached the licensed dealers in 
Hongkong but arrived at no scttle- 
ment with regard to the number of 
revolvers which he desired to pur- 
chase, : 

The man made repeated visits to 
Hongkong. from Canton during the 
Jater part of August last for the 
purpose of purchasing a consign- 
ment of fire arms. At the end of 
August he got in touch with o 
friend in the Colony and this man 
in turn appronched another man 
who described himself as a broker 
but he was not available now to 
give evidence. He was alleged to 
have said that he could supply 
firearms. 


Defendant Introduced. 


Karly in September 1931, the 
defendant, it was alleged, was in- 
troduced to the complainant, 
Kwong Tat, and he was alleged to 
have deseribed himself as being in 
a position to supply the arma aut- 
side the jurisdiction of the Colony, 
that was, the army were to have 
been bought and delivered outside 
British Waters. 


A contract’ appears to have been 
entered into between the defendant 
and Kwong Tat by which the de- 
fendant undertook to supply a total 
of 216 weapons at the total cost of 
$22,680 Hongkony currency. This 


figure was not the amount in the 


charge but he (Mr. Murphy) would 
explain that later. 

It uppears that the complainant 
and some friends met in the Em- 
press Hotel on several occasions in 
connexion with the negotiations, 


It was finally decided that the sum | 


of money ayreed upon by the par- 
ties should be transferred to a 
Hongkeng Bank from Canton. 
This was duly done in the form of 
a draft made out in the name of 
one of the buyer's friends, This 
anan’s name was Wong Ping-kit, 
alias Wong Ping-sang, The money 
was later transferred to Debit Ac- 
count whereby {it could be  with- 
drawn at a moment's notice, this 
ling a mutual arrangement agreed 
upon by the defendant and the 
buyer. 7 


A Contract of Sale. 


The arrangements having been 
agreed upon it was stated that the 
defendant appeared at the Em- 
press’ Hotel on September ,18 -and 
produced oa draft contract of sale 
and the buyer was requested or in- 
structed to copy that draft con- 
tract in his own hand writing on 
another piece of paper in the pre- 
sence of the defendant and two 
witnesses for the prosecution. : 

After this was done the. defen- 
dant’ took possession of the docu- 
ment on the pretext that he wished 
to show it to a member of the 
syndicate, a man named Lo Wai. 
At the same time there was an 
exchange, of agreements — between

The next step was that it was 
agreed that the firearms were to 
be delivered on board a _Chineso 
gunboat at Chek Wan Bay on 
September 18, 1931. Certain in- 
structions were given as to what 
signals would be hoisted either by 
day or night to enable the buyer 
to identify the craft by which the 
arms were to be delivered to the

A search was then made for the 
defendant but the buyer was unable 
to yet in touch with him at the 
time.

Admittedly, the point on 
which immediate accord is expect- 
ed-—the replacement of the exist- 
ing cessation, of hostilities, which 
is not due fo any formal agreement, 
by a definitely-accepted armistice 
-~ only touches a preliminary point. 
IU by no manner of means iriplies 
a fina) settlement, but it is a dis- 
tinct ndvance thereto, The arree- 
ment was to have been initialled 
yesterday, but developments In- 
terfered with the carrying out 
of the first step in the formuli- 
ties, It is to be hoped that this 
is only a temporary hold-up and 
that there will be no serious hitch 
in the subsequent proceedings,

The ‘technical nylviaens of the 
American delegation ta the Dis- 
mramament Conference lave recon 
mended that the United States 
neeept budgetary is well as direct 
Jimitation ag a poagible method for, 
reducing: armaments, ‘This recom 
mendation is of far-reaching ine 
portance, for the United States has, 
been the one erent Power to hold 
out against the finaneial Limitation 
df armaments. The orientation of 
the American attitude removes one 
of the drawbacks in the way of 
preliminary agreement on the 
methods of limitation, The direet 
method of limitation enumeries 
the number of ships, soldiers, guns 
tanks, and so forth a nation may 
possess, The budgetary or in- 
direct method limits the amount a 
nation may spend on armaments. 
The United States objected to the 
budgetary and contended for the’ 
direct. method because the cost of 
maintaining her army and navy is 
higher than that of any other 
nation. [n the light of the League 
of Nations budgetary experts’ re- 
port, allowing for the differences 
in. price levels and maintenance 
costs, the American objection 
seems no longer valid. The direct 
method of limitatlon has worked 
well in naval armaments, where 
the factors of comparison are re- 
latively simple. But in the other 
branches of armaments, particu- 
larly that of land armaments, the 
factors of »comparison and the 
technicalities involved are so com- 
plex that it appears wiser at this 
stage of the problem to take the 
easier course and limit them by, 
limiting the amounts which may be 
spent. The ideal method of tmita- 
tion perhaps would be the combina- 
tion of direct and indirect. The re- 
commendation of the American ad- 
visera brings that ideal nearer to 
realisation. 1 la such manifesta- 
tions of rensonablences that justi- 
fy tho belief of tho lendora that 
ultimately success Will bo achieved 
at the Conference.

Sir,—It Is fitting and right that 
Japan and the Individual sufferers 
in the Hongkew Park . bombing 
should recelve sympathy * but to 
one who hns gone’ through the 
Shanghai “war from start to 
finish, the offorts of Japancse and 
“might is right” propagandists to 
make profit. from the incident look 
far-fetched indeed. 


A bomb is n bomb, whether ex-
